ernment of India that confidentval'and secret papers should: strictly. remain in‘the 


custody of Europeans and not be allowed to pass into the hands of any Indian 
employé in any case. :

The Minister himself is answerable (for the 

charges made against his administration), and so he himself cannot make inquiry 
(into them), which should be the function of (an independent) Commission. 


3. The Ants-i-Hind (Meerut), of the 23rd December, says that it has learnt 
from reliable sources that the Raja of Tikamgarh, 
A refractory talukdér in the Tikam- (Central India), sent his men to Palerdgarhi for 


_ garh state (Central India). realizing the revenue and certain outstanding debt 


from the talukddér of that place. But (instead of 
the money due being paid) the servants of the talukdaér fired on the Raja’s men, 
using @ cannon and killing some of them. When this news reached Tikamgarh, 
the state artillery was despatched and Palerdgarhi stormed. The Governor- 
General’s Agent, the writer hopes, will, during his present tour, see that a reconcilia- 
tion is effected between the Raja and his refractory talukdar.

to the addressees. The preparation and presentation of such addresses are sheer 
waste of time and money. In Europe, when the people present an address to their 
rulers, they secure some benefit to themselves. In India, no grievances (as & 
rule) are introduced in the addresses, and so no redress is (generally) obtained. 
The fact of the matter is, that these addresses are prepared by the District Officers 
or the Commissioners themselves, or at least in consultation with them. And 
these officers take special care that nothing wnpleasant is allowed to find its way | 
into the addresses. When an address has thus been prepared, it is sent to the 
Private Secretary to the Viceroy or Lieutenant-Governor, as the case may be, 
to prepare a reply thereto. If the Viceroy and his Lieutenants really wished to 
know the real feelings and wants of the people themselves and not the views of 
their own arenes) subordinates, they had better (1) strictly enjoin upon the latter 
not to take any hand whatever in the preparation of the address of a Muanicipa! 
or District Board; (2) have a copy of the address of the Municipal or Distr 
Board sent direct to them ; and (3) refuse to receive those addresses which contamed 
only expressions of good-will, but nothing worthy of consideration, = = sts

administration would prove as successful in Oudh as it haddone in Burma. Excellent t 
When His Honor was the Chief Commissioner of Burma, bloodshed, dakaitis and 
other crimes were rampant there, and His Honor practised all those severities with 
which a conqueror deals with a conquered nation. Ever since His Honor has 
taken the reins of the government of these provinces, riots and bloodshed have been 
the order of the day, presenting a good analogy of the state of things in Burma 
during His Honor’s Chief Commissionership there. After receiving the addresses 
His Honor proceeded to the Thomsonganj and opened the Colvin Clock Tower 
there. All the thatches (over the outer parts) of the shops in the Thomsonganj es 
had been removed (by the order of the Deputy Commissioner) in honor of a 
His Honor's advent, so that if a few showers of rain fell at the time, half the 4 
goods of the shopkeepers would be spoiled. Two or three hours before the 
Clock Tower was opened, all the roads were closed and the entire business of . 
the bazér stopped. On the next day Colonel Grigg gave a dinner party to 
His Honor at his house, to which he invited the talukdars with others. Old- Se 
fashioned men as-the talukddrs are, they wished to be over-punctual and ss 
began to arrive at Colonel Grigg’s bungalow before the time fixed for the dinner. 
The police would not allow them to enter the premises, and all the taluk- 
dars, with zamindars, pleaders and mahajans, excepting the Raéjas Amir Hasan 
and Kazim Husain Khan, were kept waiting outside the bungalow for two hours 
or more, to their great inconvenience and annoyance, At about four o’clock the oe 
talukdars were called in, but were made to leave their carriages outside the a 
premises. When His Honor came, Cononel Grigg did not even doso much as to 
introduce all the talukdars to him. The editor would not mention all these things 
but to show what irritation and dissatisfaction are caused at these meetings to those 
very people to please whom they are held. When the Indians are treated in the 
manner described above, how can affection and good-will possibly be engendered 
between them and the Europeans? The talukdérs may not be educated men, but i 
they are after all human betngs, and can well distinguish between honourable and - 
dishonourable treatment, though they dare not openly complain. The arrange- o 
ments at the Darbar His Honor held were satisfactory. But it was & queer 
mess that, while 96. gentlemen were invited, only 40 of them were presented to 
His Honor. Again, a list of 26 gentlemen was in the first instance prepared for 
private interview with His Honor, but only 12 were subsequently accorded it, the 
rest being written to not to come. Fireworks and illuminations were displayed on 
the night of the 16th December, notwithstanding that Shaikh Inait-ullah had , 
caused it to be announced in the Lucknow Eapress newspaper that as Lady Crosth- a 
waite had died, no such demonstration would take place.

Subsequently they were taken to the court of the District Magistrate, 

Fyzabad, who wired the matter to the District M istrate of Budaun, but no reply 

was received; and the poor faqirs, one of whom is a Sanskrit scholar, were put in the 

lock-up, being strangers in the land and not able to give security. They continued 

in the lock-up for six days, and the editor does not know if they were released 

on ‘the seventh day. The Budaun Magistrate acted wrongly, in the first place, in 

causing telegrams to be sent to all the railway stations to arrest three faqirs without 

giving any kind of descriptive rolls ; and, in the second place, in not giving a prompt 

reply to the Fyzabad Magistrate on receiving a telegram from the latter regarding 
the arrest of the three faqirs. The Fyzabad Magistrate also acted in a high-handed 
way. He ought not to have arrested three faqirs on the strength of a telegram, espe- 
cially when there was no stolen property with them, or any other cause for suspi- 
cion, Again, when he received no reply to his telegram from the Budaun Magis- 
trate, he ought to have released them from the lock-up and not kept them on there 
for six or seven days, with one anna a day for their diet. ‘The editor has heard that 
fagirs have similarly been arrested at other places. Willthe Government make 
inquiries as to how many faqirs have been arrested (and in what places) owing to 
an indiscreet action of the District Magistrate of Budaun? Disgraceful, indeed, is 
the criminal administration under which such things become possible. 


7. The Police News (Meerut), of the 16th December 1893, states that six Eng- 
lishmen have recently come to India, whom the Secre- 
tary of State has appointedas Assistant Superintendents 
of Police, by means of a competitive examination held: 
in England. Three of these men have been sent to the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and the other: 
three to Bengal. Now this shows that the higher police appointments, like the 
Civil Service, are now to be exclusively recruited in England by a competitive exami- 
nation. No doubt there is no other mode of selection better than that by com- 
petitive examination. But why should that, in the case of the police appointments 
also, be held in England? The Police Department does not require a special train-

ing which might be urged to be obtainable only in England. On the other hand, 


for a candidate in the Police Department it is most necessary that he should be well 
acquainted with the language, manners, customs, mode of living, &c., of the people 
among whom he is to be appointed a police officer ; anda man appointed from England — 
in the Indian police must be perfectly blank in these matters, Again, there are 
living examples of a few native District Superintendents in various parts of India 
who have most eminently distinguished themselves in the service ; and so it cannot 
be urged that natives will not make good police district officers. There are also a 
lot. of domiciled respectable Englishmen, who cannot afford to send their children 
to England for passing a competitive examination, but can give them a very good 
education in this country to qualify them for such an examination if held here. 
The writer, therefore, most earnestly calls upon the Government to hold a competi- — 
tive examination, open to both Europeans and Indians alike, for the Police Wepart- _ 
ment in India itself, giving two-thirds of vacancies in the higher appointments to 


the most successful candidates, and the remaining one-third to competent men 
already in the department. | | pes

Again, in 1887 
the people committed a riot against the Government Officers on the occasion of the 
fair held in honour of (the saint) Bokhari Shéh, and the Government had to quarter 
there an extra police force for about three years. Moreover, there is a Munsifi at 
Phaphund whose money transactions are managed in the tahsil; so that if the 
latter is abolished, the Government will have to entertain a treasurer, a sxaha nauis 
(vernacular accountant) and a treasury guard for the Munsifi. These facts clearly 
show that the abolition of the tahsil at Phaphund will be attended with danger 
to the public peace, and entail an additional annual expense upon the Govern- 
ment. If any other tahsil were abolished instead, no such considerations would ATI86.

They need no longer fear that their voice will not be heard, for they 
have now such gentlemen as Raja Rémpal Sinha, Babu Charuchandra, Babu Sri- 
rim and Seth Lachman Das to support them in the local Legislative Council. 
What they should now do is to memorialize the Government through one of the 


abovenamed Honorable gentlemen to introduce Hindi in the courts, in place of, or 
at least along with, Urdu, in these provinces, —
